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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed 1/24/11 has been entered. Claims 1-3, 5-9, 11-15, 17-21 
and 23-24 remain pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -3, 5-9, 11-15,1 7-21 and 23-24 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The invention is a tobacco smoke filter with tar retention of at most 50%. It 
comprises a downstream filter plug with a relatively high draw resistance having tar 
retention between 35-45%. It also contains an upstream filter plug with a relatively low 
draw resistance of at most 22$ tar retention and spaced upstream from the downstream 
filtering plug and the draw resistance of the downstream filtering plug being greater than 
the draw resistance of the upstream filtering plug. A filter wrapper is engaged around 
the plugs to define a cavity there between. 

Hayes (US 4807647) teaches an upstream filter with a high pressure drop (draw 
resistance) filter and a second downstream low pressure drop filter (abstract). Figure 4 
shows the wrapper (#6) which wraps around the component and provides ventilation 
and defines the cavity (abstract). Hayes also teaches that the high draw resistance 
upstream filter has tar retention of 12% (table 2) and the low draw resistance 
(downstream) filter has a tar retention of 30% (column 49-55), with a specific example of 
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27% (table 2). Hayes does not disclose that the draw resistance for the downstream 
filter is greater than the upstream filter's draw resistance or that the upstream plug has 
tar retention between 35-45%. 

Yoshida (US 6206007) teaches a dual filter smoking article in which the up 
stream filter has a draw resistance of 25 mmWG and can decrease to 12.5mmWG 
(column 9 lines 46-53, 61 -67 and column 1 0 lines 1 -4). It also teaches that the 
downstream filter has a draw resistance of 75mmWG (column 9 lines 46-53). Yoshida 
does not teach that the upstream filtering plug has tar retention between 35-45%. 

Hoist (US 41 71 705) teaches a filter with tar retention of 36% (column 6 lines 31 - 
35). It does not teach multiple filter plugs or why the upstream plug has this specific tar 
retention. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see applicant's arguments and remarks, filed 1/24/11, 
with respect to claims 1 -3, 5-9, 11-15, 1 7-21 and 23-24 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 -3, 5-9, 11-15,1 7-21 and 23-24 has been 
withdrawn.
